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7 he  Trustees  of  Reservations  is  the  world's  oldest  land  trust. 
Founded  in  1891  by  Boston  landscape  architect  Charles 
Eliot,  it  preserves  for  public  use  and  enjoyment  properties  of 
exceptional  scenic,  historic  and  ecological  value  throughout 
the  Commonwealth. 

Today,  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  owns  and  manages 
76  properties,  totaling  19,500  acres,  all  open  to  the  public.  The 
Trustees  also  holds  conservation  restrictions  on  more  than  125 
parcels,  protecting  an  additional  9,700  acres,  whose  ownership 
remains  in  private  hands.  Through  its  Land  Conservation 
Center,  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  continues  to  save  open 
land  across  the  state. 

The  Trustees  of  Reservations  is  a  private,  non-profit 
organization  with  over  13,000  members.  It  relies  for  support 
entirely  upon  membership  dues,  voluntary  contributions, 
admission  fees,  grants  and  endowments.

With  the  acquisition  of  a  new  reservation, 
four  additions  to  existing  reservations,  and  six 
conservation  restrictions,  over  two  thousand 
acres  were  added  to  our  permanent  protection 
in  fiscal  year  1994.  The  land  conservation 
team  will  soon  save  its  30,000th  acre. 
Notwithstanding  an  upturn  in  the  real  estate 
market,  we  are  all  enormously  busy 
responding  to  land  owners  wanting  to  explore 
conservation  solutions  for  their  land.  Our 
field  managers  for  their  part  have  risen  to  the 
challenge  of  providing  still  greater 
stewardship  as  more  and  more  is  learned 
about  the  historic  and  ecological 
characteristics  of  our  76  properties. 

We  must  be  doing  something  right! 
Membership  grew  by  another  12  percent  last 
year  and  receipts  from  reservation  events  and 
activities  by  15  percent. 

I  wish  Hall  Peterson  could  hear  all  this 
good  news.  Hall  was  our  President  for  the  last 
five  years,  until  his  death  in  March  at  age  54, 
and  one  of  our  most  active  volunteers  for  over 
twenty  years.  There  was  no  task  Hall  would 
not  take  on  for  The  Trustees.  He  constantly 
encouraged  us  as  staff  to  reach  a  little  further. 


work  a  little  harder.  He  led  by  example, 
lending  his  excellent  analytical  skills  and 
quick  wit  to  the  deliberations  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  the  Standing 
Committee  and  the  Central  Regional 
Committee.  He  and  his  wife  Kate  were 
responsible  for  the  success  of  a  number  of 
land  conservation  projects  in  the  Central 
Region  —  most  notably  the  preservation  of 
North  Common  Meadow,  which  defines  the 
rural  center  of  Petersham.  Their  financial 
support  enabled  The  Trustees  to  save  this 
wonderful  property  and  endow  its  care  and 
maintenance  for  generations  to  come. 

Hall  would  be  particularly  pleased  with 
the  impressive  listing  in  this  report  of  those 
who  gave  to  the  Centeniiial  Campaign. 
Though  gravely  ill,  he  was  clearly  thrilled  to 
learn  of  the  success  of  the  campaign,  which 
reached  its  ten  million  dollar  goal  shortly 
before  his  death.  Hall  served  with  great 
distinction  as  Major  Gifts  Chairman  for  the 
campaign  and  his  enthusiastic  leadership 
motivated  so  many  of  us.  Hall  set  the 
standard  of  commitment  and  generosity  for 
all  of  us  to  follow. 

For  me,  the  memory  of  Hall  Peterson 
brings  home  a  quote  from  one  of  Charles 
Eliot's  contemporaries,  William  James,

anagement  of  the  76  diverse 
properties  of  The  Trustees  of 
Reservations  can  pose  different  chal- 
lenges each  year,  bvit  all  members  of  the 
field  staff  share  a  common  sense  of  stew- 
ardship. For  them,  stewardship  means 
imderstanding  the  essential  features  of  a 
property  tlirough  in-depth  research  and 
planning,  working  hard  to  preserve  or 
even  restore  those  features,  and  welcom- 
ing the  public  to  our  properties  in  a  way 
that  is  consistent  with  our  preservation 
mission. 

In  1993-94,  staff  in  every  region  re- 
sponded to  difficult  situations,  while  at 
the  same  time  upgrading  our  existing 
properties  and  extending  our  steward- 
ship to  three  new  reservations.

Protecting  endangered  species  while  preserving 
public  access  was  Regional  Supervisor  Chris 
Kennedy's  greatest  challenge.  Virtually  all  of 
Cape  Poge  and  Wasque  was  closed  to  off-road 
vehicles  (ORVs)  for  four  weeks  beginning  mid- 
June  to  protect  fledgling  piping  plover  chicks.  On 
Nantucket,  vehicle  access  to  Great  Point  was 
curtailed  for  six  weeks  for  the  same  reason.  After 
the  plover  chicks  were  all  safely  fledged, 
however,  Kennedy  and  Superintendent  Dick 
Bellevue  were  able  to  install  1.25  miles  of  low 
fencing  to  protect  a  colony  of  least  terns  and  allow 
ORV  passage  along  a  narrow  corridor. 

Preservation  of  barrier  beach  and  wildlife 
habitat  also  brought  The  Trustees  to  Nashawena, 
one  of  the  Elizabeth  Islands  and  site  of  our  largest 
conservation  restriction.  Under  agreement  with 
the  owners,  field  staff  monitored  activity  by 
boaters  at  Quick's  Hole  Beach  and  distributed 
educational  brochures. 


Funds  were  raised  during  the  Centennial  Campaign  to  build  a  staff  house 
at  the  entrance  to  Wasque  Reservation,  on  Chappaqiddick  Island,  Martha's 
Vineyard.  To  be  completed  this  fall,  it  will  provide  a  year-round  presence 
for  security,  public  safety,  and  sound  managment  of  our  Chappy  properties.

At  Noanet  Woodlands,  Charles  River  Valley 
Superintendent  Mark  Bailey  oversaw  the  imple- 
mentation of  a  new  Mountain  Bike  Program, 
which  was  developed  by  representatives  of  all  user 
groups,  including  hikers,  horseback  riders  and 
mountain  bikers.  The  goal  was  to  ease  user  conflicts 
brought  on  primarily  by  a  rapid  increase  in  the 
number  of  mountain  bikers  using  the  property. 
By  1994,  plans  had  been  developed  to  implement 
a  fee  for  mountain  bike  permits  to  moderate  that 
use  and  offset  the  costs  of  the  program. 

A  twelve-year  struggle  resulted  in  delaying 
expansion  of  the  Cohasset  Heights  landfill, 
adjacent  to  Whitney  and  Thayer  Woods.  Regional 
Supervisor  Tom  Foster's  research,  letters,  and 
long  hours  working  with  local  and  state 
environmental  officials  helped  to  achieve  this  delay, 
pending  further  impact  studies  of  the  area.

During  this  very  productive  fiscal  year.  Land 
Conservation  Center  staff  coordinated  the 
acquisition  of  The  Trustees'  76th  reservation, 
the  Chase  Woodlands  Reservation  in  Dover  (85 
acres),  four  additions  to  existing  reservations 
(118.3  acres),  six  conservation  restrictions 
(1,785.7  acres),  and  two  interim  acquisitions 
(78.9  acres)  by  The  Trustees'  affiliate.  The 
Massachusetts  Land  Conservation  Trust 
(MLCT).  The  two  MLCT  acquisitions  are 
intended  to  be  conveyed  to  The  Trustees  of 
Reservations  as  soon  as  fundraising  is  complete. 
In  all  of  these  successes,  the  Center's  staff  relied 
upon  the  generous  support  of  The  Trustees' 
members,  and  the  asssistance  of  numerous 
volunteers  and  The  Trustees'  property  manage- 
ment staff. 

Continuing  The  Trustees'  long  tradition  of 
support  for  the  Commonwealth's  essential  role  in 
land  conservation,  the  Center  worked  with  a 
broad-based  coalition  of  environmental  organiza- 
tions to  secure  legislative  passage  of  a  new  open 
space  bond  authorization  proposed  by  Governor 
Weld.  This  five-year,  $300  million  authorization 
would  establish  a  solid  foundation  for  the  land 
acquisition  programs  of  state  conservation  agen- 
cies and  would  provide  renewed  support  for 
municipal  conservation  priorities.  The  bill  is 
making  progress,  and  we  expect  favorable  action 
by  the  legislature  before  the  end  of  1994.  Many 
member  Trustees  have  helped  by  writing  and 
calling  legislators  on  behalf  of  this  bill;  we  greatly 
appreciate  their  support. 


The  many  activities  of  the  Center's  staff  included: 

❖  Organization  of  the  fifth  Massachusetts  Land 
Trust  Conference,  which  drew  approximately 
125  people  for  a  keynote  address  by  Secretary  of 
Environmental  Affairs  Trudy  Coxe  and  a  day  of 
workshops  and  discussions. 

❖  Sponsorship  (with  the  Massachusetts  Green- 
ways  Council)  of  a  workshop  on  Landowner  and 
Land  Trust  Liability.  Directed  to  land  trusts  and 
trail  groups,  the  workshop  demonstrated  how  to 
address  liability  concerns  that  frequently  arise 
when  public  access  to  open  space  is  proposed. 

❖  Launching  of  Conservation  Notes,  intended  to 
be  an  occasional  newsletter  on  technical  topics 
of  interest  to  land  trusts  and  conservation 
organizations.  This  effort  has  been  supported  by 
a  grant  from  the  Fund  for  the  Preservation  of 
Wildlife  and  Natural  Areas. 

❖  Participation  in  the  broadly  based  Coalition 
for  the  Metropolitan  Parks,  focusing  attention 
on  the  needs  of  the  Metropolitan  Park  System 
founded  in  1893  by  Charles  Eliot  as  The  Trustees' 
public-sector  counterpart. 

❖  Moderating  a  well-received  workshop  on 
archaeology  and  landscape  preservation, 
"History  in  the  Land,"  sponsored  by  Historical 
Massachusetts,  Inc.  An  audience  of  local  historic 
commission  and  land  trust  members  heard  from 
experts  in  the  fields  of  archaeology,  architectural 
history,  landscape  history  and  planning.

Since  1976,  The  Trustees  have  sponsored  an  affili- 
ated land  trust  to  carry  out  certain  transactions  in 
support  of  The  Trustees'  conservation  efforts. 
Staffed  by  the  Land  Conservation  Center,  MLCT  is 
governed  by  its  own  board  of  directors  appointed 
by  The  Trustees'  Standing  Committee. 

Prospective  Two  Mile  Reservation,  Marshfield:  Gift  of 
68  acres  of  forest  and  tidal  marsh  bordering  the 
North  River.  Donated  by  Gail  E.  Whelan.  With  the 
help  of  the  Southeast  Regional  Committee,  funds 
are  being  raised  to  defray  reservation  start-up 
expenses  and  to  provide  an  endowment  for  man- 
agement. When  these  funds  have  been  raised,  the 
parcel  will  be  conveyed  to  The  Trustees. 

Marsh  Point,  Millis:  Purchase  of  a  10.9  acre  forested 
peninsula  surrounded  by  Charles  River  marshes, 
enabled  by  a  generous  bargain-sale  by  the  Paine 
Realty  Trust  and  grants  from  the  Richard 
Saltonstall  Charitable  Foundation  and  the  Sweet 
Water  Trust.  When  funds  are  raised  to  defray

Fiscal  Year  1994 

April  1, 1993  -  March  31,  1994 


iscal  year  1994  was  a  strong  one,  despite 
^closing  with  a  very  modest  deficit  of  $24,000. 
To  put  this  in  ccwtext,  it  represents  only  one-half 
of  one  percent  of  a  $5.5  million  budget  after  the 
tranfer  of  $81,000  to  the  endowment  principal,  a 
transfer  required  by  our  spending  policy:  Budgeting 
five  percent  of  a  three-year  moving  average  of  the 
endowment's  market  value. 

Annual  contributions  fell  short  of  budget,  but 
it's  important  to  know  that  $2.6  million  was  added 
to  the  endowment  as  we  reached  the  successful 
conclusion  of  the  $10  million  Centennial  campaign. 
Also,  many  local  fund-raising  projects  were  com- 
pleted. Because  these  often  develop  unpredictably 
during  the  year,  these  projects  don't  always  find 
their  way  into  the  annual  budget  process,  altliough 
they  are  critical  to  the  mission  of  Tlie  Trustees. 

Membership  dollars  continued  the  strong 
growth  of  recent  years,  contributing  $628,000, 
up  from  $560,000  in  fiscal  1993,  an  increase  of  12 
percent.  As  shown  below,  they  made  up  11  percent 
of  total  revenue. 

We  budgeted  a  transfer  to  our  capital  expen- 
diture fund  of  $223,000.  The  actual  capital  spend- 
ing for  equipment,  structures,  and  major  mainte- 
nance was  $210,000,  which  allowed  us  to  hold  that 
fund  comfortably  above  the  $200,000  balance  we 
want  to  maintain  as  a  cushion  for  major  unfore- 
seen capital  needs. 


The  endowment  fund  grew  from  $38  million 
to  $42  million  in  fiscal  1994  —  the  result  of  capital 
appreciation  and  the  additions  noted  above  — 
and  is  up  from  $32  million  at  fiscal  year-end  1992. 
These  considerable  increases  have  had  an  impor- 
tant positive  effect  on  the  budget  for  fiscal  1995 
because  of  the  three-year  moving  average  compu- 
tation in  the  spending  policy. 

We  depend  heavily  on  the  endowment  assets 
for  annual  support.  As  shown  in  the  pie  chart  at 
the  bottom  of  the  page,  in  fiscal  1994  the  contribu- 
tion was  34  percent  of  revenues.  For  a  number  of 
reasons,  it  now  seems  possible  that  the  financial 
markets  may  produce  something  less  than  the 
double  digit  returns  of  the  last  decade.  Certainly 
interest  rates  and  dividend  yields  are  down 
substantially.  The  result  may  be  that  the  annual 
contribution  from  endowment  assets  will  grow 
more  slowly,  and  our  challenge  for  the  current 
fiscal  year  and  beyond  is  to  pick  up  the  pace  of 
annual  support  growth  as  we  move  forward  from 
the  gratifying  results  of  the  Centennial  Campaign.
